As an inco me-earning investm ent the 
Eiffel to w er has pro ved a wonderful 
su ccess. 
Every stra n g er w ho has dur­ 
ing the last two years v isited Paris has 
co nsidered his stay inco mplete if he 
has no t ascended to th e to p of that 
mo nu ment, and the view affo rded from 
th a t elevatio n has certainly ju stified 
the tro u ble and expense. 
T here is lit­ 
tle do u bt, in spite o f the mo re cloudy 
and fo ggy atm o sphere o f London, that 
a high to w er there will command a 
''large patro nage, and it is no t improb­ 
able th a t the stru ctu re o f a similar 
kind in several o f o u r g re a t American 
cities wo u ld pay largely on the cost of 
bu ilding them.
